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Progress on Reconversion Legislation 


Reports from Washington to the effect 
legislative committees are making good 
progress on reconversion legislation should 
temper the widespread criticism directed 
at congress in recent days. 


Even before the end of the war there 
was a growing realization that we were 
ill-prepared, legislatively speaking, for 
peace. The fact that congress had ad- 
journed unti! October without taking 
action on many items of homefront legisla- 
tion had set off a degree of public dissatis- 
faction even before the fast-moving events 
which brought about the Japanese capitu- 
lation. This dissatisfaction naturally has 
multiplied many times over as the transi- 
tion to peace began. The idea of congress 
enjoving a protracted vacation at this 
crucial period in our national life is 
hardly calculated to please the average 
citizen. 


There was, at first, an almost universal 
demand that the President call congress 
back into session immediately, a demand 
that was far from satisfied by the action 


of congressional leaders in moving the 
date for reconvening up to September 4. 


Nevertheless, public indignation at dila- 
tory congressmen has been assuaged some- 
what by realization of the fact that, while 
some of their colleagues are scattered 
around the world on various junkets, a 
good many solons are already hard at 
work in the nation’s capital. These legis- 
lators, members of various committees 
charged with evolving measures needed 
for the reconversion era, are meeting 
daily. They are holding hearings and go- 
ing quite thoroughly into the problems 
presented. And there is every indication 
that, by the time the full congress recon- 
venes two weeks hence, they will have a 
practical legislative program worked out 
for its consideration. 


This, in short, is not time lost. 


While it would have been far better 
had congress passed reconversion legisla- 
tion before the end of the war, it is moving 
with all indicated alacrity to effectuate 
it now. 


Advertising Value of Lend-Lease 


There is one angle to wartime lend- 
lease which is generally overlooked in 
assessing its costs.and its benefits. That 
is, lend-lease as an advertising campaign. 


Lend-lease has been. the greatest pro- 
motional campaign in history. It has dem- 
onstrated the superiorities of American- 
made goods in practically every corner 
and outpost of the globe. It has shown, 
bv the goods themselves, the whole world 
how desirable are the products of our 
factories. 


Never, in all history, has there been so 
universal a demand for the products of 
one country as now exists for American- 
made goods. We can, if American busi- 
ness is keen enough to take advantage of 
the situation, reap a harvest in export 
business which will go far toward offset- 
ting the cost of all lend-lease. In fact, if 
the cumulative advantages which can fol- 
low on such a start are considered, it may 
eventually prove that lend-lease was more 
than worth all it cost as an advertising 
campaign alone. 


Furthermore, it is quite possible that 
the export market thus awaiting us may 
prove the chief factor in bringing to peace- 
time America that same full employment 
and industrial activity which marked the 
War years. 


Consider just one item out of the thou- 
gands we have scattered over the world. 
Cigarets. American cigarets are today 
the favorite smoke of Europeans, Asiatics, 
Africans alike. There is scarcely any limit 
to the foreign market thus opened for our 
American-made cigarets. It-is, in fact, 
doubtful if tobacco farmers can find 
enough land to grow sufficient tobacco to 
meet the need. 


New markets are waiting for such 


things as American refrigeration equip- 
ment, American watches, American radios, 
American shoes, and hundreds of other 
articles. 


The thanner in which our soldiers live, 
the standards to which they are accus- 
tomed and which they have freely de- 
scribed, have awakened ambition in scores 
of countries for a similar way of life. 
American goods will find a market, in 
such countries, predisposed in their favor. 


Some countries, to be sure, will lack 
the cash or credit with which to pay for 
our goods. Others, however, have accu- 
mulated large credit balances during the 
war years. They are ready and anxious 
to buy of us. 


The war has left only two nations in 
position to make large quantities of goods 
for export trade. They are the United 
States and Britain. 


Russia has not yet progressed indus- 
trially far enough to meet her own needs 
in full. For years to come the Soviet must 
be a buyer nation. The same is true of 
China and the other nations of the east. 
France must buy to reconstruct. So must 
many other nations. 


If will be strange indeed if American 
business, with the advertising already done 
so effectively, with the market open and 
eager, cannot produce the goods and ar- 
range their world-wide distribution so as 
to provide productive work for our fac- 
tories and our people on such scale that 
the slogan “full employment” will be 
quickly an accomplished fact. 


America’s greatest industrial opportu- 
nity is knocking at her door. 


American free enterprise will, beyond 
doubt, open to that knock.

‘My Neighbor's 
House Is: On Fire’ 


“Suppose my neighbor’s house catches fire, 

and I have a length of garden hose four or 

: five hundred feet away. If he can take my 

garden hose and connect it up with his hydrant, I may help him 

to put out the fire. If I don’t his house will burn down and 

mine may catch fire and burn so furiously my hose won't be 
enough.

It was Dec. 17, 1940, almost a year before Pearl Harbor. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was talking to reporters about his desk—he 
was breaking the news of lend-lease. The worst fire the world 
had ever known was raging. This country Could smell the smoke 
— hear—distant yet terrible—the crackle of flame and sound 
of bomb. 


Like all fires it had started in a small way. It began to burn 
in Manchuria in 1931. By 1937 it was flaming in China and sparks 
of it were falling in many spots in Asia. 


No nation did anything about putting it out. 

So, in 1939 it broke out in Europe—the same fire—and within 
10 short months it had consumed Poland, Denmark, Norway, 
Holland, Luxembourg, Belgium, and finally it had burned through 
France. 

As the President talked the flames were reaching across the 
English channel and cities in England were burning. 

The President had managed—after a hard fight—to have the 
arms embargo lifted in November of 1939 so that Britain and 
France might purchase arms. But by June, 1940, France had 
fallen and the remnants of a battered British army had reached its 
home shores, leaving behind in France and the beaches of Dunkirk 
about all the equipment it had. 

That was when this nation sent a lot of its old rifles and guns 
—even citizens’ shotguns and rifles—to England.

This was the forerunner 
of lend-lease. The President and our military staffs saw then that 
if England went under the war might go on forever.

Looking back on it, it seems incredible we should have been so 
slow and unwilling. 

Swiftly on the heels of lend-lease {n March came June and 
the German attack on the Soviet Union. lLend-lease was one 


reason for it. 

: The Germans did not believe this country could, 
Dice of War in less than a year or more, provide any real 
help to Russia and England. So, the Germans made the big gamble, 
rolling the iron dice of war onto the great wheat plains of the 
Ukraine. 

They kept rolling, rolling, rolling—and for a time it looked 
as if they were to come seven. 

By October. seven months after lend-lease was voted, the Ger- 
mans were at the gates of Moscow and congress hurriedly voted a 
billion dollars’ worth of aid to the Soviets. 

Two months later the Japanese struck at Pearl Harbor. 

The nations then pooled resources. In February, 1942, reverse 
lend-lease came into being. It has not been inconsiderable. 

By March the iron dice of the Nazis had rolled to a stop. It 
was not seven. It was a hard point and finally, at frozen Stalin- 
grad, they failed to make that point. 

Congress voted lend-lease, 407 to 6 in the house, and 82 to 0 in 
the senate. 

By May of the next year this combination of equipment and 
material and men had driven the Axis from Africa and the in- 
vasion of Europe was begun. 


Bargain Lend-lease, which cost us 39 billions, was the great- 
est bargain we ever got. If England had fallen we 
would have no base from which to launch an attack by air or land. 
Our bombers of 1943 would have had to fly from this country— 
and back. We had figured on that. So dark did it look we had 
started building such a bomber. But lend-lease and British courage 
and will held on. 

What the cost to us would have been in goods and lives and 
money is beyond comprehension. We might not have won the 
War. 

Thirty-nine billion would have been a drop in the bucket.

First Responsibility 
Of Youth Under 18 


Sometimes governmental agencies give forth 
with statements about which there can be con- 
siderable question as to accuracy and/or wisdom. 

Recently the War Manpower Commission stated, succinctly, a 
fact about which there is ho question whatsoever. It is incon- 
trovertible truth. It is: 

“The first responsibility of youth under 18 is to take full advan- 
tage of their educational opportunities.” 

The days of war are over. The abnormal conditions caused 
by war are fading away and will soon be forgotten. We will re- 
turn to normal, in many things. Hopefully, we foresee a coming 
day when we will improve, vastly, over the old, prewar normal. 

One facet in this coming change in ways of ‘life and its eco- 
nomics. is the effect on employment, the new circumstances of the 
labor market. The day is coming when the shift in ratio be- 
tween labor supply and labor demand will enable employers to 
exercise a much greater degree of selectivity when they seek new 
employes. 

This means that the unqualified, the unfitted, the dumb eggs, 
will find it far harder to get-jobs. 

On the whole, it will be a good thing. For competition for jobs 
acts as a spur to individual ambition. It forces those who might, 
otherwise, be content with little knowledge, to seek better educa- 
tion and thus to fit themselves better for the jobs they seek and 


the car@ers they desire. 

. Thus the wise youth will lay aside, 
School s Importance as a war-imposed interlude in his, or 
her. life, the big money job that was so easy to secure, and to keep, 
during the war days when the employer could find no one else— 
at least, no one better qualified. 

That same wise youth, if one of those who interrupted schooling 
to take the big money jobs, or to contribute their part to essential 
tasks of war, will today desire, above all else, to return to the 
classroom and complete the interrupted education. 

Boys and girls who left high school before graduation will, if 
they are smart enough to foresee the future, go back and earn their 
diplomas. For the day is coming when those who lack high school 
education will find themselves hopelessly handicapped in the com- 
petition for the good—let alone the best—jobs. : 

Some will be able to go back to school with the financial sup- 
port of their parents. Others have been wise enough to lay aside 
of their wartime earnings, in war bonds or savings accounts, suffi- 
cient to maintain themsée®es until graduation day. 

For those few who cannot go back to school without financial 
help, the school will confer with the employer and arrange a sched- 
ule of part-time work which will enable continuance of school 
career and at the same time provide the essentials of livelihood. 

There is another angle to this need 


Veterans Coming Home for better education. Some five 


million or more servicemen and women are going to be returned 
to civilian life. They have, many of them, learned a lot while in 
uniform. They will go out seeking jobs with that advantage. 


Furthermore, thé government, under the GI Bill of Rights, will 
give each discharged soldier, who wants it, high school or college 
education. When they enter the forces of the workers, they are 
going to be well equipped, educationally, for the jobs they seek. 

The teen-ager of today, who has held down a job during war- 
time stringencies, will have to compete with these veterans for the 
better jobs. What chance will the youngster who never finished 
school have? 

The world is changing. We see the dramatic shifts, such as the 
harnessing of the power of the atom in a bomb, but there are un- 
told little changes that, in all, constitute a quiet, even unnoticed, 
revolution. 

To meet the new conditions of life it is going to be almost essen- 
tial that each boy and girl be educated, not only in some specified 
line of work, but also in the ability to understand the new world 
and to progress with it. High schools, opportunity schools, night 
schools, are gearing their curricula today to the fast approaching 
peacetime world. Youth needs those. schools to put him properly 
in tune with his own times. 

The day is practically here when adult workers 
the work done by teen-agers in wartime. 

There is only one wise course for the youth under 18 to follow. 
That is, to ‘forget all else and concentrate on securing the very 
best education available. Without it, he faces a sad future. With 
it, he can make himself a vital unit in the new life so near its dawn.

Security on a Powder Keg? 


* Before we have time to digest the facts of the atomic bomb. 


Gen. Arnold reveals to us that this is not all. Now we learn (a) that 
we have spent more on radar than on atomic distintegration; (b) 
that other nations will probably discover the atomic bomb in three 
years; (c) that the. combination of atomic bombs, a new Super- 
fortress, and V-weapons is not of the future but here or imminent; 
and (d) that defense weapons against these missiles that séarch 
ore own targets are “probable almost to the point of inevita- 
ility.” | 

Gen. Arnold's conclusion from all this, is, first. that the world 
wll be “safe for Americans”; second, we must continue to keep 
our head start; third, that we are enabled “to strike down anv 
aggressor nation before it becomes dangerous”; and, fourth, “that 
these horror weapons are so terrible that there may be no more 
wars. 

At least one side of the picture seems reassuring: the world 
will be safe for Americans. 

Yet, apparently, even Gen. Arnold doesn’t fee] comfortable. He 
wants to lie under an oak tree and shoot down any airplanes he 
sees. This man of aviation doesn’t like it. Why not? 

Suppose you have a beautiful house full of valuables. There 
have been a number of successful burglaries near by and you de- 
cide to protect it. There are ordinary means, that never prove 
wholly satisfactory, but you could also employ high technology. 
You could so wire it that by pulling switches anyone passing certain 
points on the floors would be electrocuted. You could mine the 
roads leading to the house, so that at the pull of a switch they 
would explode. 

Then you would have the perfectly protected home—but would 
you want to live in it? 


You would lose your friends. No one would 
A World of Fear want to come to dinner. You would be 


afraid of every employe, and of your own children. The gardener 
might get drunk or go crazy, and the baby be electrocuted. 

So you would prefer, as we all do, to rely chiefly on the 
and the constabulary. For the danger that you feared from out- 
side would now be inside. By the super-weapons of safety you 
would never know either freedom or security, but be living like 
a gangster. 

Let us be lucid: Rockets, jet propulsion, robots, and uranium, 
are not dangerous. They don’t hate or fear anybody. They only 
become weapons when human beings want to use them as such. 
It is human beings who are dangerous. 

Dangerous human beings are everywhere and no state and no 
governmental system is guaranteed against them. Harmless human 
beings may become dangerous; sane men may go insane. History 
proves that at one time or another nearly every state—if it lasted 
long enough—had a madman as its head. And all men are sinners.

If we admit the possibility of a future 
war, waged with these new weapons, 
even the certainty that we were sufficiently ahead of the game 
to assure that he would win it would be no comfort. Who wants 
to be victor in hell? 

Even without war, to live in states possessing such weapons, to 
live under the threat of the possible use of them, is to end free- 
dom, strivings for justice, criticism, and democracy. Not 132,000,- 
000 Americans would have access to such weapons; only a few 
hundreds or thousands would have it—and they would be ssastiie. 

Such weapons must not exist. Those who have found them first 
can use them for only one purpose of security: to abolish them, 
universally, under universal control. We cannot eternally keep 
them for ourselves. We must not universalize them by giving them 
to the United Nations as instruments “against aggression.” Gen. 
Arnold himself dissolved the meaning of “aggression” when he said, 
“We mustn’t fail to strike down any future aggressor nation be 
fore it gets dangerous,” and “a country’s major cities might be 
destroyed overnight by an ‘ostensibly’ friendly power.” 

The logical deduction from this is that since aggression must 
never be allowed to start, and an “ostensibly friendly power” may 
be a potential aggressor, security consists in striking down all our 
friends. 

This brings the new weapons ad absurdum, and ad absurdum 
they are. The magufacture of them and of many of the weapons 
already widely used must be universally abolished, that human 
beings can live again, in dignity and freedom, as men, and not as 
crawlers in exploding anthills.

Magazine Carries By-Line 
Of Two Popular Georgians 


The September issue of Life Story, just off the press, carries 
the by-line of two popular young Georgians. There is a feature 
article, entitled “Don’t Blame the Teacher,” by the well-known 
novelist, Thelma Thompson, who formerly lived in Thomaston, 
and a poem called “American Amber,” by Agnes Kendrick Gray, 
which was picked up from Kaleidograph Magazine. Both contribu- 
tions are highly creditable and reflect honor on their native state. 

Though Thelma has been following her Army husband, Capt. 
Walter Slayden, around the country for the past three years, she 
is now settled in a New York apartment while Walter is with the 
Army of Occupation in Europe. “Don’t Blame the Teacher” is 
graphically illustrated with a charming likeness of the author in 
her role of teacher, standing before a class with a relief map as a 
background. The story is written around letters she received from 
her former students before they were killed in the service—letters 
about what they wished they had learned in school and didn’t. 

Thelma, it seems, taught for several years in the Robert E. Lee 
Institute in Thomaston, but eventually gave up the work because 
she rated herself as a failure. It was these letters from students 
whose lives she had influenced that pointed out to her that her 
failure was only in refusing to continue her teaching. “Now I am 
going back to the schoolroom,” she says in conclusion, “and I shall 
never leave it again as long as I am needed there.” 

Though Agnes Kendrick is now Mrs. William Ronald and makes 
her home in Daytona Beach, Atlantans are always interested in 
news of her and the success of her poetry. “American Amber” 
appears under a heading, “Everyday Enchantment,” with a fore- 
word reminding Americans that this year more than ever they 
should feel grateful for the fullness of their country’s harvest, their 
“amber fields of grain.” Going further, it points out that Ameri- 
cans are also heirs to a harvested heritage of memories, a national 
storehouse of strength. It is about these memories that Agnes 
Kendrick writes her poem, ending with these lines: 


“We need their strength today, and shall, tomorrow— 
“Preserve our past in the amber of the mind.”
